6. 9 SUPREME COURT HANDLED THIS 

DECISION. WHICH MIGHT HAVE CREATED A SEVERE CRISIS OF 
AUTHORITY BETWEEN IT AND THE EXECUTIVE, WITH CONSIDERABLE 
SKILL. THROUGH PRESS LEAKS BEGINNING TEN DAYS AGO, 

IT ARTFULLY LAID THE GROUNDWORK BOTH WITH THE 
GOVERNMENT AND THE MILITARY FOR THE ACCEPTANCE OF ITS 
ORDER. THOUGH THERE WERE SOME FAIRLY SERIOUS TENSIONS, 

IT NOW APPEARS THAT THE GOVERNMENT WILL ACCEPT THE 
ORDER — PROBABLY BY GRANTING MOYA SUPERVISED LIBERTY. 

7. ACTUALLY, IT IS NOT THE GOVERNMENT THAT MAKES 
DECISIONS ON PEN PRISONERS BUT THE MILITARY, SITTING 
IN A COMMITTEE THAT REVIEWS REQUESTS FOR OPTION AND 
SUPERVISED LIBERTY. THE GOVERNMENT, IN THE PERSOK OF 
THE MINISTER OF THE INTERIOR, PRESIDES OVER THE 
COMMITTEE BUT ONLY THE THREE SERVICES HAVE A VOTE. 

MOYA APART, WE UNDERSTAND THAT THE NEXT MEETING OF 
THAT COMMITTEE WILL TAKE PLACE IN MIO-JUKE. 

AMONG THE CASES THAT WILL BE RESOLVED ARE A 
NUMBER IN WHICH THERE HAVE BEEN A HIGH DEGREE OF 
US CONGRESSIONAL INTEREST, UE ARE TOLD. 
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
